Aime Geoffrion, one of - (the! dest- 
known lawyers in Quebec, | Swill Jour- 
ney to England {n the spring to re- 
present the Province when the cele- 
brated Tremblay-Depatie marriage 
Case is resumed” before the. Privy 
Council. The case was heard in part 
last spring and was adjourned when 
their Lordships decided that the 
Polat at issue was of suct- grave im- 
bortauce that the Province should be 
represented and present argument. 
Announcement that the Province 
would Intervene and that Mr. Geof- 
{rion would be its representative was 
made at Montreal a few days since. 

Mr. Geoffrion is “‘a young man of 
about 40," und one of the few prom- 
Inent lawyers in Quebec who has 
kept free of politics. He speaks 
what may be described as “beautiful 
English and French, and has the 
knack of getting at the heart of a 
subject and presenting it in concise, 
unmistakable terms, When address- 
Ing the court'or examining a witness 
he bas the habit of running a pencil 
up and down between the palma of 
bis bands with the tips of the fing- 
ers joined, ax if in prayer. 

The case which Mr. Geoffrion will 
urgue will decide if the Roman Ca- 
tholic Church law which prevents 
Marriage between certain degrees of 
kindred without « dispensation, In the 
civil law of the Province. 

Alter having lived together for 
many years Napoleon Tremblay ask- 
ed to have his marriage to Malivina 
Depatie annulled by the civil courts 
on the ground that they: are fourth 
cousins, and as such could not be 
1 Married by the Church unless they 
shad secured a dispensation, which 
had not been dage. In June, 1911, 
Judge Braneau held the marriage 
non--xistent, and later on the Court 
of Rome upheld that decision. The 
question then went’ to the Privy 
Council. 

At the hearing in Bogiana last 
spring the argument of hoth sides 
resolved itself into a discussion of 
the ineaning of Art. 127 of the Civil 
Code of Quebec Province. This ar- 
ticle Was treated as laying down the 
law with regard to marriage in the 
different religious denominations in 
# positive form, and therefore, ax 
belong decisive op the question at 
issue. Wut, ih their Lordships’ opin- 
jon, there ix a view of the Interpre- 
lation of this article which requires 
examination and decision before it 
can be treated ax having the above 
effect. They consider it may well be 
argued that ghe intention of the ar- 
ticle was to make no change im the 
marriage law so far ax the Various 
religious denominations are concern- 
ed. but to leave it in Vhe position ft 
wak before the passing of the cade: 
in other words, that the effect uf the 
urlicle is to leave the marriage law 
in these respects uncodified and not 
lo create a new marriage law based 
entirely on the vode. If it should be 
beld tbat the intention and the mean- 
Ing of the article ia that the marriage 
law in these respectx should be un- 
changed, the case will necessarily re- 
quire to be decided us it would have 
been prior tu the passing of the code, 
and it Will be necessary to discuss the 
Jaw ux it then existed. Hence their 
Lordships, seeing the far-reaching 
importance of the case, deemed ftad- 
visable that it should be re-argued 
and that in the argument the ques- 
tion formulated above should be dis- 
sussed by the representative of the 
Province,

Dr. Simpsou was accuses In connec- 
tion with ‘the exposure in the Parlia- 
ment Buildings case, which brought 
about the downfall of the Roblin ad- 
ininistration in Manitoba. This is the 
same case In which Thomas J.) Kelly, 
n millionaire contractor, is fighting ex- 
tradition from the United States to 
auswer to similar charges. Dr. Simp- 
son was president of the Manitoba 
Conservative Association, und was 
alleged to have told the provincial 
architect that the provincial Govern- 
went would have to get its campaign 
fund from the Parliament Buildings 
contract. It is charged in Manitoba 
that Simpson named the amounts to 
be allowed on ‘contracts, 2 margin 

. Ueing always allowed fdr the campaign 
fund. ; 

The surgeon icit Canada for, France 
the week before the Roblin Govern- 
nient resigned and the building fraud 
was exposed. He was assigned to one 
of the base hospitals and has been 
doing remarkable work. He was ad- 
vanced to fhe rank of Lt-Colonel and 
was In uniform when he was arrested 
in December at Folkestone.

The tribulation of the 
Church will be different from that of 
the world, Our Lord Jesus sutered 
tribulation, ‘That of the Chureh will 
be similar to, His. Messiah's en- 
trance into the Kingdom is different 
from the way in which the world 
will enter, Jesus enters us King; 
and the Church is invited (o abare 
with Him in His Kingdom, ax joiot- 
heirs, under) His Headship. The 
work! will enter into the Kingdom as 
subjects of the King. 
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we would be of the Church of glory 
we must become like our Lord, who 
loved righteousness and hated int- 
-quity. We must be thorovgbly. hon- 
est.

Russia Will Afford an Immense Mage 
ket for Cangdian Goods. 


There is a great chance for Cana- 
dian trade in Russia, according to a 
returned war correspondent. ‘There 
will be need, too, for Canadian 
money, 

“Prior to the war,” Mr. McCor- 
mick says, “nine-tenths of the goods 
used in Mussia, passed through Ger- 
man hands. ‘Shey Bad German cash- 
jers for most of the banks, and much 
of the bank stock was held by Ger- 
mans, “ 

“Now Russia wants open markets 
{o the world. The commercial leaders 
do not waut to confine their business 
to onb country. , 

“The military alliance with Fraace 
and England is likely to result in a 
commercial alliance following the 
war.

Dear privately before the jndxe. alone 
or with their lawyers, in order te come 
to a reconciliation If possible.” 

Before the beginning of erery di- 
vorce case in Switzerland this police ix 
publisbed and sent out to the interest- 
ed parties, leaving the couple, of course. 
free to attend before the judze or not, 
ns they wish, Often the couste mect. 

Although there are no statistics pub- 
lished on the subject. I am told by a 
leading lawser in Geneva whose spe- 
cialty §s divorce cases that at leas 
per cent of divorce cases—"much 
my loss, unfortunately,” the Inwyer 
added, with n smile—are settled by the 
paternal advice of the jndze at these 
meetings out of court.

Bouth ‘ged \slatdore Re Reaching Out For 
Up to Date Things. 

‘ “Tbe natires of Samoa are exhibiting 
a marked inclination to Imitate Euro- 
pean manncrs. The beautiful sinpos, 
hallowed by ago Jovg usage, are disap- 
pearing moro and more, thelr place be- 
Ing taken by imported cotton cloth, 
Women and girls ike to put on greater 
quantities of ‘European wearing ap- 
parel, 

In the vicinity of Apia native Samoan 
house and kitchen utensils have been 
replaced by European articles of less 
worth; New foods are being {ntro- 
duced. Instead of taro, bananas and 
yams, the natives now eat rice, bis- 
cuits and bread and even drink coffee 
in the morning. The new fonds, how- 
ever, hare but a limited number of 
consumers at present. 

Tbe native huts were formerly cov- 
ered with thatches of sugar cant. In- 
sects have destroyed the sugat cane 


their dwellings with corrugated iron, 
which gives them much less protection 
both against the sun during the day 
and against the cold at night. ,The 
Samoan house is disappearing, too, and 
Its place ix being taken by square 
bulldings of Amorican pine. 

The total native populntion of the 
Samoan group is about 42,000. Tbere 
tre 1,500 whites and half castes.-

Similarly the value of the Red 
Croax consista fully as much in the 
suffering it prevents as in the misery 
it actually alleviates. -

The reai proat therefere that the 
Red Croaa is doing ita duly in ta be 
found, not in terrible conditions of 
suffering to a minimum. — It is the 
comfort, not the agony of the wound- 
ed which is the best test of, Red 
Cross value. . 

Dr. Herbert Bruce, the well known 
Toronto surgeon who has been on ae 
tive service in France, has stated 
that our Canadian Red Cross is fam- 
ous beyond all other Rei Cross So- 
cietics for its sympathetic treatment 
of its patients. So that even the 
English and French wounded express 
a wish to be taken to a Canadian 
hospital. 

This kind of Red Cross sorviee for 
which Canada has won an enviable 
reputation, is only possible with per- 
fect equipment and. with continued

the Union spoke briefly of the pecu- 
Marlty of the weather. While the 
month of June had been drier than 
usual July saw nearly double the 
average rainfall for that month and 
August was even more so. These 
conditions, he pointed out, bad given 
the experiments a peculiar value. 

The number of the grain crops 
distributed by the Union are kept as 
low as possible, the object being to 
reduce the number of vurieties to the 
minimum, 

The results of this good judgment 
have already been felt {n the produc- 
tlon of barley. At the present time 
the varloties of this crop grown 
throughout the Province have been 
practically cut down to two, Mand- 
cheuri and O. A. C. No. 21. Unfor- 
tunately the forty-million-dollar oat 
crop is atill produced from many va- 
rieties of seed, with Banner, Siber- 
fan, and O. A. C, No. 72 in the lead. 
The latter variety is {ocreasing very 
fast and is expected to lead the list 
In a fow years. Without an exception 
it has beaten Banner fn yield for the 
last elght years. It {2 a higher yleld- 
er of grain and an abundant producer 
of comparatively stiff straw. 

Spring wheat, according to the Se- 
cretary’s report, is becoming more 
important. Two varicties only ure re- 
commended,. Wild Goose and Mir- 
quis. While the latter variety isa 
slightly lower ylelder it more than 
makes up for the defect in ita super- 
fority In four production. Owing to 
the fact that the present crop of win- 
ter wheat Ss {n the ground, that grain 
recelved little attention, Rye buck- 
wheat has ugain beaten its nearest 
competitor, Silver Hull, as a ylelder, 
by over five bushels to the acre.

Effective Service 


OTTAWA, Feb, 15.—With a record 
of seven ships rescued in the White 
Sea, Captain J. 7. Read and his crew 
of Frince Edward: Island sailors are 


back from the far port Gf Archangel, 
the northern gate of Russia. 

Captain Read had charge of the ice- 
breaker Minto, which 
Government sold to Russia to aug: 
ment the fleet of ico crushers, which 
is keeping open the channel to Arch- 
angel. The Minto sailed from Tailfax 
and arrived at Alexandrovisk in seven- 
teen days, after encountering very 
heavy weather. 

Captain Read, In a letter to the 
Marine Department, tells of cutting 
ship after ship out of the -ice in the 
White Sea. The firat.mentioned of 
Meas is the British steamer Moriddio, 
loaded with munitions, thé captain of 
this ship having about decided to run 
his vessel ashore when the Minto ap- 
peared. The British ship Northern 
Coast, also Jaden with munitions, and 
the Russian steamer Zimorodok were 
[founa in the ice and taken to open 
water, afterwards making harbor at 
the mouth of the White Sea. Next 
the Minto rescued and took in tow 
the British steamer Malatian, carry- 
ing rifles and ammunition. While tow- 
ing the Malatian the Minto tame upon 
the Russian ice-breaker. Kanada. form- 
erly the Earl Grey of the Canadian ser- 
vice, stuck in drift ice ninety miles 
from Archangel, and with only eight 
tons of coal in her bunkers, Captain 
Read cruised about, found a coal beat 
stuck fast in rafter ice, cut her out 
and took her with her coal to the Kan- 
ada. Then the Minto proceeded to- 
ward Archangel, rescued the Kursk, 
loaded with munitions, and finally ar-

In 
describing how the Canadians met the 
Germans with cold steel, his volce 
rang with an eultant note when he 
told “how we gave it to them good-and 
properly.” 

Slipping from the soddén trenches 
the Canadians swept across a pontoon 
bridge, and awaited for two hours the 
onrush of the enemy. The Germans 
stood for about four. minutes before 
cold steel, then cowered and fled. The 
Canadians rushed them for fifteen 
hundred yards into a wood, where they 
recaptured thelr guns.

Fleur Balx and Givenchy, 
Ponton led his auditors till as he sald 
in one rush “something got him and 
lis part for the time being was over.”

Bruce Taylor, 
M.A., the popular pastor of St. 
Paul's Presbyterian Church, Mont- 
real, brought back from the trenches

lor was with the 42nd’ Highlanders 
of Montreal. Most ofthe officers 
were from hix congregation, whilo 
many of the men ‘in the ranks wero 
sons ofvhis parishioners or members 
of his congregation. So when‘ they 
marched away to battle, the minister 
got six months leard of absonce from 
his fasbtonabie church, donned the 
khaki, and went to Flanders. 

Dr. Taylor was never a siave to 
ritual and rulos, so it was easy for 
him to preach off the end of an am- 
munition waggon or behind a hedge 
where the Hun aviator would not seo 
the littie igtegation.~ He stuck 
with the-Battation, and when it went 
into battle he was on the spot, “'I 
have no bospital stories to teil,” he 
declares. “I saw tho men well and 
atrong-—or dead.

THE ESKIMO'S DOG, 





How the Husky ts Tzained Up From 
Puppyhood. 

The Eskimo, residing in the black 
stretches around Hudson Bay, ‘bas 
Perhaps no equal as a breeder, raiser, 
and trainer of strong, big bodied 
sleigh dogs. And in the making of 
his train dogs this resident of a 
harsh’ Arctic land applies some me- 
thods' that show hima close student 
of animal psychology. 

When the pups afew weeks 
old they are harnessed with a minia- 
ture harness. The end of ibe har- 
hess ends about the middie of the 
pup’s back, and to this is fastened a 
single trace. This trace is a few feet 
long and the end of ft is tied to a 
tightly driven peg. Naturally the 
firat thing the puppy doen Js start to 
run around, only to be brought up 
short when the trace. runs out. Then 
he tuga and tugs. . Thus in earliest 
infancy is instilled intu it the Instinct 
to tug always against ihe resisting 
trace. Ever after, once-It ia harness- 
ed to a sleigh and fecls the tighten- 
ing trace, Instinct bids it pull. 

During this early. apprenticeship, 
the Instinct to bite through the re- 
straining trace fs eradicated. Sooner 
or later, every pup turns upon bis 
trace and strives valiently to sever 
it. The Eskimo trainer -has been 
carefully watching for this and, Im- 
mediately the pup makes this move

COMPANIES OVER $50, 
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was brought down by Sir Thomas White, Finance Minister, on the 15th inst. 
The Finance Minister bases hi¢ Iegislation on-the theory of fiscal science that 
taxation should fall most lieavily upon the shoulders of those best able to 
bear it. He atinounced: that the Government proposed to tax all abnormal 
{business profits for the period from August 4th, 1914, whon the war began, to 
August 3rd, 1917. This retroactive legislation’ is ‘unusual, aiid will not be 
relished by any affected by it. 


“(No Fortunes Out of the War. 


The ‘fair normal profit,""—to use Mr. White's own words—for incor; 
porated companies has been fixed’ at seven per cent. on capital invested; 
consequently tho State will get a quarter of all profits of corporations: in ex: 
cess of seven per cent. ~ Upon “Sndividuals, firms, partnerships and associa- 
tions,’ the tax imposed is a quarter of all profita above ten per cent. This 
taxation, it should ‘be’ emphasized, is retroactive, that is, it includes: profits 
made by companies and others since the beginning of the war. It will not 
apply to persons or firms whose capital is lesa than $50,000, unless they are 
engaged in manufacturing munitions of war supplics. There is to be no 
possible means of escapo for tho man who gets munitions contracts.

Shelter :foriMan.-or }Beast—Con- 


"MOST Important part of the 
German naval defence is 
the Island of Heligoland ‘in 
the North Sea, commanding 
the western entrance to the 

Kiel Canal. 

It is now a mass of * concreted 
coment, heavily foriifed, and fs the 
Sreat naval base bebind the shelter 
of which Germany's fleets cower in 
safety, : | 
_ One of the. old English’ coast- 
guards who were stationed on Hell- 
goland has recently given a descrip- 
tion of this .strongly-fortifed ° Ger: 
man ‘fsland,’ ax it~ appeared “before 
St was acquired front-Great Britain. 

‘“Tho Island was only a small one,” 
ho said, “barely amile long and 
about half a mile broad, 

Thera'were 2,300 inhabitants, and, 
apart from the Governor, 
Colonel Mazse, his suite, und the 
coastguards, the population wus 
mainly German. In the simmer the 
island was'« very fashionable water- 
ing-place, and almost. every house 
was a boarding-house, ‘but only the 
nobilitz of Germany could afford to 
go there, 

The {sland was perfectly fut on 
the top, which consisted of a kind of 
red clay, and provided no shelter for 
man or beast. Heavy ordnance could 
not be placed on the top. The lower 
portion of the Island consisted. of 
rock and was absolutely rotten, the 
heavy winter frosts bringing down 
hundreds of tons of soil at a time. 

“Along the east side there were 
high cliffs, at the base of which the 
lower town was situated. The dis- 
tance from the edge of the cliffs to 
high-water mark was about 500 fect, 
and this was the only available piece 
of ground where Zeppelin sheds 
could be erected.

British dreadnoughts could lie off 
Heligoland and level the lot in balf 
an hour. A fact which serves to 
flustrate “the exceedingly rotten 
condition of the Islang geologically 
is that about sizty yards from’ the 
main istand there stands a pinnacle 
200 feet bigh, which was undoubt- 
edly at one time a part of Helizoland.

CANADA GETTING BUSIER. 





Dominion tu See Great Eapenusiun 
During Present Year. 


The telegr: pl wires from every 
part of the Dominion bring news of 
Krowth and prosperity. The demand 
for Canadian pulp wood, already 
high, will be scriously increased by 
the prohibition of its export from 
Sweden. Va-couver expects svon to 
gel into the ship-building business 
in a large way. Metallurgical inter- 
esis say that Canada is about to see 
sreat expansion tn the zine and cop- 
ber trade; a plant Js being erected at 
Welland to produce zine and give 
oxides {rom concentrates. This is a 
new industry for Canada. A zine 
refinery Is being establisbed at Fair- 
view, B. C., and at Trail, B.C. The 
metal Is already being produced on 
a commercial scale. The Trail smelt- 
ers are now refining copper also. 
Meantime, at the other end of tho 
Dominion, the Maritime Provinces 
stand (to profit by the great coal 
shortage in France and England.

They point out 
with some prideAbat British Cotum- 
bla Gsberles contributed over 41 per 
cent, of the total Oshery products of 
the Dominion, and that a great deal 
of this development bus been due to 
the foundation, in tbe centre of the 
world’s richest fisheries, of the City 
of Prince Rupert, and the opening of 
the G. T. P. transcontinental line 
which carries the ballbut and other 
fisb to eastern markets. The report 
states that In “one month alone 
twenty-seven carloads of halibut 
were forwarded from Prince Rupert. 
The halibut taken to British Col- 
umbla ports, and principally to 
Prince Rupett, was valued at $1,724,- 
200 while the herring catch brought 
$955,583 and cod $258,885, The re-

wa) | BR. H., Coats! Work in Labor Depart- 


ment Has Been Invalanble. 


Thanks to Mr. R. HW. Coats, Jate 
editor of the Labor Gazette und now 
promoted to the position of Domin- 
jon statistician, we have a record of 
the course of wholesale prices in 
practically all articles of consump- 
tion, and covering the whole Dotnin- 
jon, for a full quarter-century. More 
than that, we have a carefully calcul- 
ated average of these prices for the 
decade 1890-1900, and this average 
constitutes the “Index number’ for 
Canada, the gause by* which “all 
wholesale prices In this country may 
now be measured. If one wishes to 
consider the subject only cursorily, 
he will find all the facts he needs in 
the Labor Gazette for July last, but 
if a more careful study is intended, 


the volume entitled “Wholesale 
Prices, Canada, 1914," should be 
consulted. Both are published by 


the Labor Department, Ottawa, 

In the boom times of several years 
ago, the rise in prices wus an annoy- 
ance. People complained of it, but 
were too busy to do more than com- 
plain. Now that economy ix the one 
¥reat word of command, the question 
of prices will have to be faced and 
dealt with. And, pending any action 
that muy be taken by the public at 
large, it will be money in the pocket 
of any individual to consider ” this 
question of prices with a view to 
reaching conclusions for his own 
guidance. 

The inain chart, xa to speak, of 
this wystem of price reporting In ’a 
diagram showing by u dine the course 
of wholesale prices for the laxt 
twenty-flve years. Beginning stixht- 
ly above what afterwards proved to 
be the average for the decade, pricen 
fell rapidly from 1890 to 1897, when

most the whole of this decline was 
recovered in one steady rise before 
the beginning of 1900. In that year 
tbere was another elight reaction, 
followed by another long and steady 
tise which, by the year 1907, had 
carried. prices twenty-six points 
above the average. A fall of tive 
points was recorded within two 
years thereafter; und that was the 
Inst seen of decline. Up to the end 
of 1914 there was a rise to thirty- 
six points above the Index number, 
and the monthly reports since then 
have shown that that rise continued 
during the first half of the present 
year, reaching a fraction over forty- 
seven points above the average in 
June. 

These, of course, are general aver- 
ages, and indicate no more about the 
detalls of Josal prices than the fig- 
rainfall foretell 
whether to-morrow will be fair or 
showery. War conditions greatly dis- 
turb prices, and may make the aver- 
age hixber or lower than the normal, 
But a fair consideration of prices as 


given In these reports will help any | 


man to plan more intelligently bis 
own budget for the year and there- 
fore his general scheme of living. 
Many cconomies can be effected 
through knowing what the course of 
prices bas been and how prices are 
affected by events and conditions,

England's Nobility Hard Hit by De 
vastulug Conflict, 

Robbed of the means for obtain- 
Ing comfort to which their toll in 
excess of present needs had justly 
entitled them, for use in their declin- 
Ing years; in’additlon to the far 
greater logs of thoze most near and 
dear of the household, the common 
people of Those countries still suy- 
agely tearing at each other's throats 
have suffered beyond the power of 
iuen to comprehend. in no less de- 
gree, also, the people higher up In 
the social scale have been hard hit 
by war's grim toll. The recent ap- 
pearance of u volume listing the men 


of title in England's uristocracy dis-' 


closes the awful gaps that have been 
sbot out im the last 18 months of 
armed contlict, an were the figures 
available it would be found that the 
other nations engaged have suffered 
no less severely. 

These months of war have brought 
sad changes In most of the families 
referred to in the list mentioned, for 
“the response made by members of 
the titles and untitled aristocracy bas 
been both spontaneous and patriotic 
in the extreme, involving correspond- 
ing sacrifices and losses in the ranks 
of those--—heroes all—who have plac- 
ed, and are continuing to place, their 
services so freely at the disposal of 
their country in the natiopal emerg- 
ency.” 

A full “roll of bonor” of those 
who have been reported as killed in 
action, or,as having died of wounds 
since the commencement of the war, 
forms a unique, interesting, and in- 
structive list of 800 names. An an- 
alysis shows that it contains the 
natnes of 1 member of the royal farm- 
ily, G peers, 16 baronets, 6 knights, 
und 7 members of Parliament, while 
no Jess than 164 companions, 95 
rons of pecra, 82 sons of baronets, 
and &4 sons of knights bad fallen up 
to the date of compilation. 

It in noted, too, that the death of 
Lord Worsley affects succession to 
three separate pecrages, the Earl- 
dom of Yarborough and the baronies 
of Fauconberg and Conyers. Among 
them, too, will be found 81 heirs to 
hereditary titles, and it may be sald 
that, as an Immediate result of the 
war, elther the succession hax been 
unduly precipitated or the normal 
descent has been changed in more 
than a hundred instances since hos- 
lilitiex commenced; owing In the 
former case to the premature death 
in auction of the actual bolder of the 
title, or in the latter case to the 
death of his immediate heir or even 
of successive beirs,+ 

In several instances the peerage 
vr barvnetcy is question, being now 
without heir in remainder through 
the sole heir having been killed, is 
threatened with possible extinction 
unless the royal prerogative Is exer- 
cised in their favor, 

Science, music, art, literature,

-\all bave suffered terrible depletion 
of their ranks us a result. of this 
damnable war and no country en- 
raged Is exempt froin the awful toll 
exacted. An ocean of the best blood 
bus been subed.

SETTLING iN ONTARIO 


HOW THE UNITED EMPIRE 
IOMYALISTS MADE A START. 





The Drawing for Land Was a tong 
Tiresome Process, and Sadly De- 
layed the New-oomers in Their 
Work of Getting Settled for the 
Winter—The First Log Houses 
Were the Most zoltire Kind of 
Structures, 


HBN the first Loyalists 
landed at the different 
points along the shores, 
the lots had not yet, In 
most cases, been marked 

out by the surveyors; and they were 
obliged to wait several weeks before 
the “drawipgs” could take place, 
says W. S. Herrington, K.C., in one 
of a serles of articles In The Mont- 
Teal Standard. They had brought 
with them a number of wilitary 
tents, which had seen service during 
the Revolutionary War, Camping 
out In tents, as a recreation for a few 
weeks during the summer, Js still 
looked upon~as a rather pleasing

left their homes across the border 
several months before, to enable 
them to be ready to take possession 
of their new homes In the early 
spring, and every day lost’ meant 
one day less for them to prepare for.

Satan's binding 
at the beginning of the Age le Orat 
shown; tken the Judgment of those 
who are sitting upon the thrones of 
earth, which judgment bas now be- 
gun; then the exaltation of the true 
Church to reign with Christ. The 
governments of the world, while cap- 
able perhaps of xiving some blessing, 
are not satisfactory and must soon 
give place to the new Government 
under God’s dear Son, which will 
bring blessing to all the familles of 
the earth.

Napoleon's Famous Scheme is -Ke- 
_ called by the Present War. 

The titanfe confilct now being 
Waged on three continents hus recall- 
ed to many minds the Napoleonic 
wars. It is but a little more than one 
hundred years since prostrate Eu- 
Tope was raised to its feet by Brit- 
ain, and the military genius, who 
sought to'be the overlord of Europe, 
driven into. permanent.-exile. In 
many ways and for various purposes 
the confict against the milftarism .of 
Napoleon has been recalled by the 
Present -confilct with the miHtarism 
of the German junkers, 

One of Napoleon's plans for strik- 
{og at Britain through # back door 
Was @ pian.to invade Canada, The 
plan was considered, in fact, it was 
pretty well thought out, but its ex- 
ecution was not att¢mpted. Britain's 
naval power stood {n the way, and 
the disaster that overtook Napoleon 
in Russia also acted as a-strong de- 
terrent, 

Napoleon's plan to invade Cangda 
turned, as {¢ were, upon the achleve- 
moots of a man whose name will ever 
stand high among those of the pion- 
eers of the Canadian West—the 
pame of Sir Alexander Mackenzie, of 
the North-West Fur Company. Mac- 
kensle was a Scoteman, as his name 
tells, who blazed several great trails 
in the vast region beyond the Upper 
Lakes, He descended the river that 
flowa northward {nto the Arctic, and 
which bears his name, and he was 
the firet white man to tross the con- 
tinent north of what {a now Mexico, 
and come out on the shores of the 
Pacific, It was on July 22, 1793,,that 
Mackenzie reached hie goal, and re- 
tracing his steps returned to his trad- 
ing posts in the heart of our Great 
West, 

Four years later Mackenztle retired 
from the company, returned to Scot- 
land, and wrote an account of hie 
journey across British North Amer- 
fea, The book appeared in 1801, 
bearing the lengthy title, “Voyages 
from Montreal on the St, Lawrence 
River, through the Continent of 
North America to the Frozen and the 
Pacific Oceanu, in the years 1789 and 
1793." 

Twenty-three years later the slory 
was told by Bernadotte who lad been 
one of Napoleon's most successful 
Seperals, of the manner in which 
Mackenzie's book of travel played 4 
Dart in Napoleon's plan for invading 
Canada, 

It was not proposed to attuck Brit- 
aln’s Canadian possessions by a di- 
rect descent upon them, but by a 
route that would take Britain by sur- 
prise and prove infallible. New Or- 
loana was to be occupled as a base, 
and from there a force was to pro- 
coed up the Mississippi River to the 


| Obfo. The tatter was to be ascended 
1 and then Lake Erie was to be reached 


by # march across country. Once on 
the Great Lakes Canada was to be 
struck at various polnta and the Pro- 
vinces invaded. 

The organization and command of 
this gigantic enterprise was given to 
Bernadotte, who was instructed to 
make himself master of any work 
bearing upon the Canadian regions, 
especiaily those dealing with the faci- 
Vitles the nature of the country af:

Revenue Shows Increase. 

The net debt of Canada at the wd 
of January totalled $527,488,999, .» 
increase of $12,344,280 during the 
month of January, and of $132,110,- 
983 during the twelve months. War 
expenditure for the month of Janu- 
ary is given in the monthly financial 
atatement as. $12,237,738, and for 
the ten months of the current fiscal 
year $97,986,686. 

Revenue for January totalled $17,- 
522,000, an increase of nearly efgbt 
molliions as compared with January 
of last year. Of this increase a jittle 
over five millions comes from cus- 
toms receipts. For the ten months 
of the curreat fiscal year the total 
revenue has amounted to $139,550,- 
000, an increase of a little over thirty 
millions, as compared with the cor- 
responding ten months of 1914-15, 
According to present indications the 
total revenue for the fiscal, year 
should run between $165,000,000 
and $170,000,000, or about $40,- 
000,000 more than Inst year, Total 
expenditure on revenue account for 
the ordinary expenses of adminviatra- 
tion will probably run up to about 
$145,000,000, or a little over ten 
millions less than last year. Capital 
expenditure apart from the war will 
probably reach in the neighborhood 
of $40,000,000 dollars. 

The deficit between the total 
Yenue and total domestic expendi- 
ture, which last year amounted to 
$53,000,000, will this year be only 
about half that amount. The de- 
crease of the deficit represents ap- 
prozitnately the revenue from tho 
war taxes imposed last session. 
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_ Gum Boots Appreciated, 

The provision which is being made 
for the comfort of Canadian soldiers 
at the front is highly praised in » 
letter received by Mr. E. W. Nesbitt, 
M.P. of North Oxford, from a man 
from his riding now at the front, and 
forwarded to the Minister of Militia.

Surfoux Statistics From the Report 
of the Postal Departinent, . 
During the last governmental year, 
Tespecling whose doizgs In the realm 
of federal ‘affairs the departmental 
Teports ure now being issued—dur- 
jing last year there were posted in 





million letters, or almost eighty-six 
letters for every man, woman, and 
child in the Dominion. .On one hun- 
dred and thirty-five thousand post- 
ase- Was not prepald,-and these let- 
lers went to the Dead Letter Branch 
——that is, In every five thousand let- 
ters posted there was one letter on 
which some one furgot or declined to 
Place a atamp. 5 

That in one bit of statistical in- 
formation contained in the latest re- 
port of the Postmaster-General, This 
dry looking blue book contains much 
Information of interest. 

The work performed by the Post 
OMce Department is somewhat 
socialistic in its character, for It fs 
a work that the State steps In and 
performs for the {ndividual, The 
carrying of general freight is, on 
the whole, left to the efforts of the 
citizens, who combine their capital, 
form corporations, and construct 
and uperale railways; but the State 
undertakes tu’ carry peopie'n letters 
aud vewspapers, and now, through 
ils parcel post service, it also un- 
dertakes to carry certain limited 
quantities of merchandise. 

And tho service is performed ata 
ulnimum of cost. Three cents pass 
for tho carriage of a letter from 
Sydney lo Vancouver, By what 
Other system could the service bo 
performed for that trifling sum,

{ains much that {Necurioux is’ that 
dealing with dead le(ters, During tho 
year the Dead Letter Branch deait 
with a few more than threo million 
letters, Looks, uud parcels, and it 
disposed of all except thirty-eight 
The contents of. these 
dead pleces of mall matter are de- 
scribed, and the (ubulated sfatement 
shows what a wide range of articles 
is covered by the contents of the mail 
bags. These are a few typical items 
selected from the long list which fills 
twenty pages of the report:

Curious Statisties From the Report 
of the Postal Departinent. 


f During the last governmental year, 


respecting whose doings in the realar 


of federal affairs the departmentat 
Teports ure now being issued—dur- 
jing last year there were posted in 
| Canada xix hundred and eighty-four 
, Million letters, or almost eighty-six 
‘letters for every man, womun, and 
child In the Dominion. On one hun- 
dred and thirty-five thousand post- 
age-was not prepaid, and these let- 
ters went tu the Dead Letter Branch 
——that is, in every five thousand Iel- 
ters posted there was one Iciter on 
which some une forgot or declined to 
Place a stamp. . 

‘That is one bit of statistical in- 
formation contained in the latest re- 
Port of the Postmuster-General. This 
dry looking blue book contains much 
information of jaterest. 

The work performed by the Post 
Office Department jis somewhat 
socialistic in its character, for It Is 
a work that the State steps In and 
performs for the individual, The 
carrying of general freight is, on 
the whole, left to the efforts of the 
citizens, who’ combine their capital, 
form corporatioux, and construct 
and operate railways; but the State 
undertakes tu carry peuple’s letters 
aud uewspapers, and now, through 
ite parcel post service, it also un- 
dertakes to carry certain limited 
quantities of merchandise. 

And tho service Is performed ata 
ininimum of cost. Three cents pass 
for the carriage of a letter from 
Sydney to Vancouver. By what 
other system could the service bo 
performed for that trifling sum,

The Equinoctial Storm Fictlon. 
The widespread bellef in the exist- 
ence of an equinoctial storm and In- 
dian summer comes, to a certain ex- 
tent, under the head of popular super- 
stitions. If the equinoctlal storm is 
defined a8 a rainstorm, lasting at least 
three days and occurring within two 
or three days of the 21st of September, 
then there Js very seldom a year when 
several equinoctial storms do hot oc- 
cur. The reason for the bellef in an 
equinoctial storm Js probably the fact 
that about that time of the year the 
first storms of the winter type, with 
steadily failing precipitation, make 
their appearance. They stand in sharp 
contrast to the summer type with the 
sultry weather and thunder showers, 
Storms of the winter type can occor, 
however, during any month of the 
summer, 
near the 21st has been shown by ay- 
eraging the observations at many sta- 
tions to be no greater than before or 
after this date-—WWillls Ishilester Afit- 
ham In Meteorology.

In considering the question of probable immigration after the war! 
significant figures regarding emigration during the war must not be 
overlooked, says The Monetary ‘Times. According to tie preliminary 
emigration returns for’1915, just issued by the Imperial Bourd of Trade. 
Ube/arrivals of British subjects in the United Kingdom fiom the Domin- 
ions and clsewhere uctually exceeded the number of those emigrating by’ 
15,046. In the twelve months, 76,014 persons of British birth jare re- 
cdrded as having Ieft for countries outside of Europe, made up of 31, 
822 men, 34,402 women, and 12,090 children. On the other hand, there 
arrived from overseas “to settle in the United Kingdom" g1,gvo per- 
‘sons, of whom 44,533 were men, 20,547 women, and 17,880 children. 
The British Board of Trade figures also show that Canada in 1g1f3_ re- 
ceived only 16,765 emigrants from the United Kingdom, While” ste’ sent 
back 38,817. 

The change in the migration movement. su fur as 
cerned, is probably due partly to war and partly ty cconomic conditions 
bere, The figures, at any rate, afford material for serivus consideration.

This Substance !s Seven Times More 
Powerful Than Dynamite. 

Do you ksow that gasoline gas is 
seren times powerfal than dyna- 
mate? asks the National Caah Register 
News In an article on the use of guso- 
line with safety In the home. “Gasoline 
lg_a thin, water white liquid which 
evaporates rapidly and throws off rast 
quantities of vapor very infammable 
and explosive when mixed with alr, _ 

Substances -tike cotton, linen... silk, 
especially when unwashed and uli yed, 
beconie more or Jess electrified when 
rubbed or moved quickly in a bath of 
gasoline. the gasoline becoming negu- 
tively charged. Gasoline Ueing a bad 
‘conductor, tho generated electricity ac- 
cumylates and reaches such tension 
that sparks are possible, igniting the 
gasoline and causing fire and explosion, 
Weather conditions affect the results 
decidedly, the dry alr of winter being 
wore dangerous than moist summer 
alr. Gasoline explosions in garages are 
often brought about by static electric 
ity, a fact definitely proved, 

Tn case of Ore tight cans are Mable to 
explode, throwing the burning gasoline 
all over the premises, thereby augment. 
For thls reason gasoline 
should be stored outside the house, 
preferably in safety type cans (cans 
with fine wire gauze fn neck and 
spout), 

Gasoline used for cleaning should be 
used outdoors, at least fifty feet from 
any fire, Nght or, burning substance, 
never in an iuclosed room, The beavy 

vapors gravel: long distances and are 
highty_ éxplosive. Never clean gloves 
on the bands, The rubbing or agitatins 
of clothing in gasoline should be ac 
complisbed by means of a dry stick, 

Gasoline stores should never be filled 
with a light or fre within fifty feet of 
the store,

A Madegascar Plant That Can Drive 
Men Mad With Pain. 

Among the many pecullar and dis- 
concerting plants and creatures that 
abound In Madagascar, probably none 
js more surprising and disconcerting 
than the agy tree, so called, which is 
not a tree, but a climbing plant. The 
following Incident, quoted by Afr.

A utility bag which answers the pur- 
pose of n laundry and shoe bag, with 
two otber pockets for various articles, 
will be found very convenlent when 
traveling. This bag can be taken from 
the trunk or sult case ond hung up 
without disturbing its contents. 

Cretonue is perhaps the best mate- 
rial for sucha bag. It wonld require 
two pleces for the foundation of the 
bag.

out his Identity being discovered, He 

was received with joy, toingled with 
fear und trembling, by the members 
of his family. To Mrs. General Green, 
on whose husband's staff his brother 

Allmon was serving, he ‘bore messages 
'from friends in the Confedcracy. 
i Quite likely the lady was a southern 

sympathizer, for most of the women 

in the border stules were oa the south: 
jer side, even the wives of Union offi- 
cers not concealing their preference, 

When -Georgo Vaughan returned 
from his visit he was recognized by 
one who had known him bdefore the 
breaking out of the war, and since he 
was known to have gone south to en: 

[itst in the Confederate army, und 
{ caught within the Union lines in dis- 
guise he was arrested and lodged in 
jail at Palmyra. 

The record does not slate that the 
prisoner was bearing information con- 
cerning the Union forces or plans to 
the southern leaders, but it is prob- 
able that be was. Having brought 
messages to Mrs. Green, it 43 quite 
likely that be took, messages from 
her and perhaps to fricnds in tho 

i Confederacy, and it js not unlikely 
that there wero written messages con- 
taining the contraband Information. 

George Vaughan was. transferred 
from Palmyra to St. Louls, whero a 
charge of belus a spy Was preferred 
against Lim, and a court was conven- 
ed to try bin. His defense was that 
he had gone to Lis home for no other 
Plrpose than to visit his family. 
Whether or no he was bearing Infor- 
mation to the Confederates, 
been caught within the Federal lines in 
chiizen’s dress was sullicient to convict 
him. At apy rate, such was the result 
of the court martial, and be was sen- 
teneed tu be sbot 

Here was a singular case. The broth- 
er of 8 captain in the Union army was 
to be executed by the’Federal officers, 
Alimon Vaugban heard of his brother's 
Idanger with dismay.

y and such persons on the Con- 
federate side as were caught smus- 
gling contraband goods or information 
into the south. Often, where the ac- 
cusations were clearly proved, the pres- 
idént would defeat justice by a par- 
don. It is related that Secretary Stan- 
ton, to whom was given great power 
to thwart this interference on the part 
of the president, on presentation of an 
order from Mr. Lincoln In bebalf of 
some luckless individual would tear it 
up, thus declining to respect it But In 
this case the president overruled the 
secretary and ordered a new trial for 
the condemned man. 

The hopes that were ruised In All- 
mon Vaughan by this interference 
were doomed fo disappulntment. The 
officers of the court, refusing to per- 
mit thelr feelings to Influence them, 
returned a secand verdict of guilty.

“See him again,” said the president,

Again Senator Uenderson ‘sought the 
{ron secretary, who sect his square 
jaws and refused to interfere with the 
verdict of the court martial. Had 
Allmon Vaughan known of this final 
effort to save his brother from an fg- 
nominious death and. of the shadow 
that was ‘then hanging over the only 
mau who coukl sar¢e bim he would 
have lost all hope. 

It was the 14th of April, 1865. Sen- 
ator Henderson call upon the pres- 
fdent lo report the issue of bis tinal 
effort with the secretary of war, The 
seuntor was’ show; to Mr, Lincolu’s 
private room. where .be found him

"Mr. ‘Stanton will do nothing,” sald 
Henderson, “There ts no hope.” 

Mr. Lincoln shook his heud; then 
without a word he scated himself at 
ta desk and, taking up pen and paper, 
abexan tu write, 

No other such scene fraught with life 
and death occurred during those dark 
days of war, Placed on cunvas by an 
artist It would be: ‘The long, guunt 
president. sitting at his desk about to 
write a pardon for ene af his coun- 
try’« cnemies, his face wearing un ex- 
pression of magoanimity. + Near by 
would stand the senntor, silently won- 
dering what the wrising would be and 
hoping for victory, Overlooking the 
president is the Shadow of Death, wear- 
ing a mingted expression of disappoint- 
ment nnd satisfactior—disappointment 
at being cheated out of one victim, 
satisfaction at the certainty of secur- 
ing a far more important one In the 
man Who was robbing him of the othor. 

When Mr. Lincoln bad written a tow 
lines he banded the paper to the sen- 
ator. enderson scanned it with x 
look of mingled pleasure and triumph. 
“It}was a pardon fer George Vaughan 
and an order for his release. 

Having expressed bis gratitude to 
Mr, Lincoln the senator hurried to tho | 
telegraph to fash the good news to 
Missouri, relieving the strain on the 
condenined Confederate *and gindden 
the hearts of his bfother and others 
who lored him, 

But the presklent, shortly after this 
net of mercy, descended to a car. 
tiuge and was driven to the theater 
and while sitting in his chair, possibly 
‘thinking rather of the life he had spar- 
ed than the plas, was sent to bis long 
home by one who thought he served 
tbe same cause ag thy man he had par- 
doned, 

Half a century has passed since the 
tender hearted presifent was martyred. 
There have been tuany anecdotes fold 
of him, but none so affecting as this 
writing of a pardon for a Confederate 
officer and going directly to bis death 
at the tands of Booth. Wo hare

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The Shadow 
of Death — 


What President Lincoln 
Did While It Hung © 
Over’ Him

The following uarrative is given ex- 
actly us ft occurred with sctirccty any 
Olling in transforping it from ordinary 
parlance to the story form: . 

One of the saddest {catures of the 
war between Abe states was the ar- 
raying against’ one’ another'of the.dif- 
ferent members of the same family. 
Such cases were more especially to be 
found on the border line between the 
United States and the Confederaey. In 
east Tennessee the- prevailing sent- 
ment was for the Union. Kentucky 
was about equally divided. Maryland 
was in favor of the Confederacy. All 
these states, however,’ were held for 
the Union by being occupied by Fed- 
eral troops In the early part of the 
war, In Missouri, which was geo- 
I eeaphically a horthern state, the insti- 
“tution of slavery had been planted, and 


was sentenced to death for being a ‘spy 
he’ was usually executed. “Howerer,* 
Senator Hendersou ‘began’ his efforts 
in behalf of the prisoner by lnying the 
case before the secretary of war. /Mr. 
Stanton made a2 Investigatiou of the 
case ond decided that the sentence of 
the accused was deserved and ‘must 
be carried out. 

Then Senator Henderson appealed to 
the president. 

‘Mr. Lincoln during the wat was ‘re- 
garded by those high {2 command as a 
stumbling block to military discipline. 
So tender hearted was tie thar he 
could not refrain from interfering io 
the case of deserters from the Union 
army and such persons on the Con- 
federate side as were caught smug- 
gling contraband goods or information 
into the south. Often, where the ac- 
cuaations were clearly proved, the pres- 
ident would defeat justice by a par- 
don. It is related that Secretary Stan- 
ton, to whom was given great power 
to thwart this Interference on the part 
of the president, on presentation of an 
order from Mr. ‘Lincoln in bebalf of 
some luckless individual would tear it 
up, thus declining to respect it But in 
this case the president overruled the 
secretary and ordered a new trial for 
the condemned man. 

The hopes that were ralscd in All- 
mon Vaughan by this interference 
were doomed to disappointment. The 
officers of the court, refusing to per- 
mit thelr feelings to infuence them, 
returned a second verdict of guilty.

ja position on the staff of General 
Mark E, Green, an old friend of the 
Vaughan family. 

About a year after the parting of 
the brothers George Vaughan de- 
termined to pay a visit to his home in 
+ Canton. Being a Confederate soldicr, 
this could only be done secretly. 
Disguising himself, he passed the 
Union lines and reached Canton with- 
out his identity being discovered, He 
was received with joy, iningled with 
fear and trembling, by the members 
of his family. To Mrs. General Green, 
on whose husbdnd’s staff his brother 
Alimon was serving, he ‘boro messages 
'from friends inthe Confederacy. 
+ Quite likely the lady was a southern 
sympathizer, for mort of the women 
in the border states were oa the south- 
jern side, even the wires of Union offi- 
cers. not concealing their preference. 

When George Vaughan returned 
from his visit he was recognized by 
one who had known him before the 
breaking out of the war, and since he 
was known to have gone south to en- 
{ist in the Confederato army, and 
| caught within the Union lines in dis- 
guise he was arrested and lodged in 
jail at Palmyra. 

The record does not state that the 
prisoner was bearing information con- 
cerning the Union forces or plans to 
the southern leaders, but it is prob- 
able that he was, Having brought 
messages to Mrs. Green, it ts quite 
likely that he took messages from 
her and perhaps to fricnds in the 
| Confederacy, and it 1s not unlikely 
that there were written messagea_con- 
taining the contraband Information 

George Vaughan was transfer: 
from I'aimyra to St. Louis, where a 
charge of belug a spy was pfeferred 
spainst him, and a court wax conven: 
ed to try Lim. His defense was that 

he had gone to bis home for no other 
Purpose thgn to visit his family. 
Whether or no he was bearing infor 
mation to the Corifederates, having 
been caught within the Federal tines in 
chizen’s dress was sutiicicnt to convict 
him. At any rate, such was the result 
of the court martial, and he was sen- 
tenced to be shot. 

Mere was a singular case. The broth- 
er of 2 captain in the Union army was

Placed on canvas by an 
artist It would be: The lonz, gaunt 
president. sitting nt his desk about to 
write a pardon for ene of bis coun- 
trys enemies, bis face wearing an ex- 
pression of mugnaoimity, Near by 
would stand the senator, silently won- 
dering what the writing would be ant 
hoping” for victory. Overlooking the 
president is the Shadow of Death, wear- 
ing 2 iningled expression of disapipoint- 
ment and satisfaction—disappointment 
at being cheated out of ono victim, 
satisfaction at the certainty of secur- 
ing a far more important one In the 
man who was robbing him of the other. 

When Mr. Lincoln had written a fow 
Nves he banded the paper to the sen- 
ator. ienderson Kcanned ft with a 
look of mingled pleasure and triumph. 
it was a pardon fee George Vaughan 
and an order for hie release. 

Having cxpressed his gratitude to 
Mr. Lincoln the senator hurried to the 
telegraph to fash the good news to 
Missouri, relieving the strain on the 
condemned Confederate and gladden 
ihe hearts of his bfother and others 
who loved him. 

But the preskfent, shorily after this 
act of mercy, descended .fo a car- 
riage and was driven to the theater 
and while sitting In his chair, possibly 
thinking rather of the life he had spar- 
ed than the plas, was sent to bis long 
home by one who thought he served 
ibe same cause as the man he had par- 
doned. « 

Ilalf a century has passed since the 
tender hearted president was martyred. 
There have been twany anecdotes fold 
of him, but none so affecting as this 
writing of a pardon for n Confederate 
officer. and going directly to his death 
at the hands of Booth. Wo hare 
Mr. Lincoln's speech at the dedication 
of the field of Gettysburg. Every day 
is advancing Mr, Lincoln in tbe ad- 
miration and the hearts of the cirllzed 
world. Beside {ts impressive words 
sbould stand this fast act of his life 
from which the pardover went to his 
own death, His words of consecration 
on the battlefield were long io being 
recoguized for thelr true value, aud ip 

fluding the place among men tliey oc- 
cupy today. Perhaps at some future 
date this last official act—an act of 
clemency—may take {ts place beside 
his words at Gettysburg.
